Second term of 12 weeks was taught by Miss M. Ida Norris. Whole 
number of scholars 10, average 9. Both teachers labored faithfully 
and the examinations gave evidence of application on the part of 
scholars. Wages per month of both teachers, including board, 
$24.00. 


ScHoo.t No. 3 had three terms; the first two were taught by Miss 
Lena B. Cram. ‘The first term had 10 scholars in all, average 10, 
second term 12, average 11. ‘The scholars were studious and orderly 
and gave evidence of desire to learn. Third term of four weeks was 
taught by Mrs. Minnie A. Bickford. Whole number of scholars 9, 
average 8. Both teachers did thorough work. Wages, including 
board, $26.00. per month. 


ScHooL No. 4 had three terms, all taught by Miss Julia A. Eaton. 
First term 8 weeks, whole number of scholars 25, average 21 ; second 
term 8 weeks, whole number of scholars 21, average 17; third term 
7 weeks, whole number of scholars 19, average 17. This is one of 
the most advanced schools in town. Its characteristics were good 
government, thorough instruction and excellent progress. 
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ScHooL No. 6 had two terms. The first term of 8 weeks was 
taught by Miss S. Gertrude Watson. Whole number of: scholars 
10, average 10. The second term, 12 weeks, was taught by Miss 
Cora B. Arey. Whole number of scholars 10, average 9. Both 
teachers have a faculty for governing and teaching, and were interest+ 
ed in their work and the peau was highly s atisfactory « 


ScHoOoL No. 7, union with Laconia. had three pte the first of 
9 weeks, the second of 11 weeks and the third at this writing is still 
keeping, and, this year, is under the supervision of Laconia School 
Board. Average attendance from Meredith first term 6. and 6 for 
the next two terms. Wages per month $30.00. 

ScHooL No. 8. This school of 24 weeks was taught by Miss Julia 
A. Davis: Whole number of pupils 15, average attendance 14. In 
this school, teacher and pupils had a mind to work, each showing a 
lively interest and a determination to do their very best. Progress 
was marked in ever y study ; order and general depor tment exellent: 
Miss Davis has been faithfully tried as a teacher in our town and has 
never been found wanting. Wages $28.00 per month. 

ScHoot No.9 and 10. Length of term 28 weeks. First term of 
10 weeks had 32 pupils; average attendance 30; second term 8 
weeks, 33 pupils; average, 31; third term, 10 weeks, 32. pupils, av- 
erage 27, Mrs. Mary E. “Harmon teachers Wages per month, $30. 
We would say that this school is composed of ‘bright, smart, intelli- 
gent scholars. We aimed to teach what they could do and therefore 
what they must do. Their minds developed wonderfully. showing 
a degree of capability to be surpassed by few, ifany. If the parents 
would act well their part, Meredith Centre School would be second 
to none in town. 

ScHoo, No. 11 had two terms of 8 weeks each. ‘The first was 

taught by Miss Alice B. Howard. This was her first experience in 

teaching, vet she would favorably compete with many teachers of 
larger experience, and gave eneral satisfaction. ‘The next term 
was taught by Miss Bertha B. Brown, who has had some experience 
before. This was av ery good school and might have been better if 
the scholars had not been absent so much. Parents should take more 
interest in their schools. Whole number of scholars 11: average 
attendance 8: wages per month, 819.00. 

ScHooLt No. 12. Number of weeks 22. First term 8 weeks, 10 pu- 
pils, average 9; second term 14 weeks, 15 pupils, average 10. Miss 


Clara A. Plummer, teacher. Wages per month, $24.00. Miss 
Plummer is a throughly good teacher for our boys and girls. Her 
instruction is of the most solid kind that abides. This school is 


composed mostly of small scholars, but it is in these back districts 
that we find many of ourbest students. Our visits were made pleas- 
ant by their good behavior, prompt recitations and respectful 
manners. 

ScHoor No. 14, union with New Hampton, was under the super- 
vision of their school board this year, consequently will be officially 


ltl 
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reported in that town. There was six scholars from Meredith at- 
tended this school. ; 


ScHoot No. 16 and 17 had two terms, the first of 8 weeks and the 
second of 13 weeks. ‘The first term was taught by Miss Edith Web- 
ster, who has a natural capacity for teaching and _ bids fair to rank 
among the best of teachers. The second term was taught by Miss 
Grace J. Burleigh. This was her first effort in teaching, yet I thir 
she kept a very good school and gave general satisfaction. Whole 
number of pupils 9, average attendance 5, wages per month, $20.00. 

Whole numper of scholars in town reported as attending school 
not less than two weeks 324. The number attending to the different 
branches are as follows: Reading, 320; Spelling, 8321; Penmanship, 
274; Arithmetic, 268; Geography, 174; Grammar, 91; History, 42 ; 
Physiology, 16; Physical Geography, 1; Philosophy, 2; Book Keep- 
ing, 19; Astronomy, 13; Algebra, 20; Geometry, 2; Botany, 1; 
Drawing, 55. 

The success of our schools during the year is very gratifying. In 
no instance has there been a failure. ‘There were more applicants 
than schools, and in some cases it was difficult to decide which to 
employ, but the result shows that the teachers employed possessed 
the faculty both for teaching and governing, andin most cases the 
scholars applied themselves to the work, consequently success 
crowned their efforts. | 

We found in some of our schools a diversity of text books, a fault 
which has been difficult to remedy; parents who are able are some- 
times unwilling to bear the expense of purchasing a book. We 
would not favor a frequent change of school books, but whenever a 
change of any school book is made it should be universal throughout 
the state. This could be accomplished by vesting the authority in 
the State Superintendent. 


We wish to impress upon parents and scholars the importance of 
regular attendance at school. Nothing but sickness should be con- 
sidered sufficient cause for absence from school. Irregular attend- 
ance is a disturbing element and should not be indulged in. 

We found some of our school houses in need of repairs, the ex- 
pense of which was in excess of what the law allows to be expended 
from money raised for school purposes, nevertheless we made such 
repairs as seemed to us absolutely necessary, in consequence of which 
there are bills outstanding to the amount of $59.50.

Again we have the honor to present to you a brief statement 
showing the condition of the schools under our charge. We also take 
opportunity to make a few suggestions, as several complaints have 
been made to us by parents because of the punishment of their child- 
ren at school. Now what is the cause of this? The teacher does 
not do it for amusement, but when you can’t shame a few of the ill- 
mannered boys and girls, who manifest a want of home discipline 
and reckless tendency, something must be done, and if boys and 
girls are allowed to be nearly savages at home and upon the street, 
they cannot be expected to be more than half civilized when they 
get into the school room. If the parents will visit the schools, try 
and encourage the teachers and advise them to use a little more of 
the oil of birch and less moral suasion, and give the child to under- 
stand that he will get a double dose when he eets home, there will be 
less trouble in the future. 


The High School has enjoyed the services of Mr. Charles W. 
Bickford, who i is a fine teacher, has excellent order, and the instruc- 
tion all that could be desired. At the examinations the scholars not 
only did themselves much credit, bnt also their teacher. Length of 
school, three terms of ten weeks each. Number of pupils, 34. 
Wages $13.75 per week. 
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The Grammar Department was under the instruction of Miss Etta 
M. Dodge, who labored hard and faithfully for the good of her pu- 
pils. She isa thorough teacher, her school was quiet, and the im- 
provement very satisfactory. Length of school, three terms of ten 
weeks each. Whole No. of scholars 67. | Wages 89. 00. per week. 

The Intermediate Department was kept by Miss M. Ellie Beede in 
uu very unexceptional manner. ‘The seve ‘al years Miss Beede has 
taught in this school will speak for her ability as a teacher, and we 
hope to see her in the same school another year. Length of school, 
three terms of ten weeks each. Whole No. of scholars, 49, Wages 
$8.00 per week. 

The Primary Department has again been under the charge of Miss 
M. A. Clough, who will prove herself in any school a first-class 
teacher. Length of school, three terms of ten weeks each. Whole 
No. of pupils, 54. Wages $8.00 per week. Our extra school for 
the summer term was taught by Miss Nellie M. French. This was 
Miss French’s first experience -in teaching. She labored hard, 
showed no partiality and her school was conducted in an orderly 
manner. <A good degree of improvement was manifest. Length of 
school, ten weeks. Whole No. of pupils, 23. Wages $7.00 per 
week.
